NTSB 
chastises 


Amtrak in 
fatal crash 


The safety agency cited a “culture of 
fear.” 20 safety lapses were found.

WASHINGTON — Federal authorities on 
‘Tuesday lambasted Amtrak, blaming a failed 
culture that put punctuality ahead of safety for 
the deaths of two workers in Chester last year. 

“Despite the emphasis on rules compliance, 
investigators did not find a culture of compli- 
ance at all. Rather, they found a culture of fear 
on one hand, and normalization of deviance 
from the rules on the other,” Robert Sumwalt, 
chairman of the National Transportation Safety 
Board, said at a hearing reviewing the investi- 
gation of the crash. 

On April 3, 2016, Amtrak Train 89 struck a back- 
hoe on an adjacent track while traveling at 99 
mph. ‘Iwo veteran Amtrak employees — the back- 
hoe operator, Joe Carter, and a supervisor, Peter 
Adamovich — were killed. Thirty-nine passengers 
were injured on the train of eight passenger cars, 
a cafe car, and a baggage car traveling from New 
York City to Savannah, Ga. It carried seven crew 
members and 337 passengers. 

NTSB investigators found 20 separate safety

Sessions, before 
House panel, 
revises account

WASHINGTON — Attorney General Jeff Ses- 
sions on Tuesday again revised his account of 
what he knew about the Trump campaign's deal- 
ings with Russians, acknowledging for the first 
time that he recalled a meeting where a foreign 
policy adviser mentioned having contacts who 
could possibly broker a meeting between then- 
candidate Donald ‘Trump and Russian Presi- 
dent Vladimir Putin. 

Testifying before the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, Sessions said he now remembered ad- 
viser George Papadopoulos saying in March 
2016 that he knew people who might be able to

him to the identities of the two other 
gunmen, who were shown fleeing the 
scene in hazy surveillance footage. 

But then the detective received an 
unexpected call from the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explo- 
sives. An agent there had a question 
for him: Are you investigating a guy 
named Michael Lockhart? 

“Why?” Murray asked.
